Now I want you to listen pray- 
erfully to what God has given us 
in this passage about a one-Man 
salvation. 

One Priest Or Mediator 

First of all, there is one Priest. 
Notice the contrast. Of the Old 


"Testament priesthood in the taber- 
nacle and later in the temple at 
Jerusalem that still stood when 
this book of Hebrews was written, 
the author says here: “For every 
priest ‘standeth daily ministering 
and offéring oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can néver take 
away sins.” The Old Testament 
plan was that many, many priests 
kept on. offering sacrifices. All 
the men of the tribe of Levi-were 
kept busy caring for the temple 
and sacrifices, and the sons of 
Aaron of that tribe were the 
active priests. There was a great 
company, hundreds and thousands, 
of these priests who lived continu- 
ally by the business of the cere- 
monies of the law. Now Jesus 
said, ‘I come to thy will, to do 
away with theold, to substitute the 
new.’ Those priests offered sacri- 
fices continually, but Jesus said, 
‘I come to offer one sacrifice and 
settle the matter forever.’ God 
traded off all the priests of the 
Old Testament. He has substi- 
tuted for them the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Now we have one Priest. 
Just one Priest does this job. Say, 
it is a One-Man salvation, just 
one Priest. 


Too many people have an idea 
that preachers are priests. No, 
except’ in the sense that every 
Christian is a priest, in this way 
that we may pray for sinners. We 
all have a right to pray for sin- 


ners, to intercede for sinners, and.

1. “Is it proper for a Christian 
boy and girl to hold hands? To 
have him put his arm around her 
if it is not put there to squeeze

to talk, etc.? (Some say it is 
much easier to talk if the boy’s 
arm is about the girl.)” 

ANSWER: First, it is certanly 
a mistake to think that it is 
easier to talk if a boy’s arm is 
about the girl. Really, in such 
cases the boy thinks more about 
the girl than what he is trying 
to talk about. When young peo- 
ple have to touch one another in 
order to make good conversation, 
then they will not be talking 
about serious and helpful things, 
usually, That is a 


be easier to talk about serious 
and helpful things, for people to 


ijhave their arms around one an- 


other, even though it might be 
casual and well-meaning. Ger- 
tainly for a 15-year-old girl, that 
is not proper and not necessary. 
On the contrary, it is dangerous. 
Holding hands is not quite as 
dangerous, perhaps,—but it is out 
of place between a 15-year-old 
girl and her boy friend. Of course. 
there is nothing wrong with a 
good handshake, or in the casual 
touch of the hands. But any en- 
joyment that depends on touch- 
ing the body of your date, or on 
his touching your body, is the 
wrong kind. There ought to be 
some fellowship of mind and 
heart, not merely a sex fellow- 
ship, when young people go to- 
gether. And specially for people 
as young as 15 to encourage sex 
attraction unduly is likely to be

ANSWER: That would differ 
in different communities. If nice 
people regularly’ do that in your 
community, and if your father 
and mother do not object, and the 
boy himself is no reproach, I see 
no harm in it. But if in your 
community it is frowned upon 
and people think it not good man- 
ners, then Christians ought to be 
without offense as far as possible. 

' 3. You asked, “Should a Chris- 
tion girl let a Christian boy take 
her to prayer meeting or young 
people’s services ?” 


ANSWER: The same answer as 
above applies here. I do not see 


to some church services togethe 


any harm in boys and girls chet 


both are Christians and behave 
themselves, provided it is not re- 
garded as bad taste by good 


‘people in your community. In 


this case, however, if..Christian 
young people - go together to 
prayer meeting. or church, they 
should certainly enter heartily 
into the prayer meeting or young 
people’s meeting, just as if they 
were not on a date. They should 
not sit back at the back and 
whisper or write notes. They need 
not even count the service as 
part of their date necessarily, but 
should pay first attention to the 
Lord’s work and the service, the 
singing, the program. For young 
people to pay special attention to 
each other during a service dis- 
honors God and cheapens the 
service, I think. 


4. You asked, “Should a group 
of Christian young people sit in 
a car and discuss problems which 
confront them in high school 
life; etce.? You see, most of us 
are from the country staying in 
town and cannot invite the fel- 
lows and girls into our homes 
after prayer meeting. So we are 
forced to sit in cars and talk. 
Would you advise this latter or 
not talking at all?” 

ANSWER: If it is late, young 
people sitting out in car and 
talking will be criticized. . Early 
or late, if it is only one. couple 
who sit in a car and talk after 
dark, they will be criticized and 
it will hurt their influence. The 


itbetter way would be to have some 


friend asked ahead of time if the 
young people could get together 
for say a half hour after serv- 
ices. Often some friend would 
allow that in their home. In a 
home young people will fee] that 
they are on their honor and will 
behave themselves a little nicer 
and will thus not be criticized 
or tempted to do that which 
otherwise would be hurtful or 
give them a bad name. 

5. You asked, “Should we in 
high school leave tracts on our 
desks and Testaments in our 
desks for others to look at if 
they wish?” 

ANSWER: Yes, if it is not just

Get this 
in your mind; you are not saved 
by what you do, you are not saved 
by joining a church, you are not 
saved by being confirmed, you are 
not saved by paying your debts, 
you are not saved by weeping, you 
are not saved by being good, you 
are not saved by paying tithes, you

not saved by anything you do. You 
cannot save yourself. You cannot 
hire God to save you. You cannot 
do half the saving.

That is a 
one-Man job. One Man has already 
done it—Jesus Christ.

Now listen to the Scripture 
again. You see that is what God 
is talking about in Hebrews 10:

Praise the Lord for a priest- 
hood that is centered in one per- 
fect Person who has done this 
matter. It is a one-Man salvation. 
Only One Offering, One Sacrifice 


For Sin 


I am talking about a one-Man 
offering, a once-for-all salvation. 
Second, only one-Offering. Not 
only is one Priest enough ‘but 
there is only one Offering needed 
for sin. He offered His own body. 
Then He said, “By the which will 
we are sanctified through the of- 
fering of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all.” 


Sometimes a prisoner behind the 
bars (perhaps condemned to die, 
perhaps condemned to live in the 
penitentiary,) says, “I am trying 
to pay my debt to society.” There 
is a sense in which no man can 
ever pay for sin. Here is a man 
who has killed somebody. Sup- 
pose he spends fifty years in the 
penitentiary. That hasn't paid 
for sin. That hasn’t brought 
the man back to life. That cannot 
give a widow back her husband. 
That cannot give orphans back 
their father. A man cannot un- 
spill spilled blood. A man cannot 
undo sin that is done . A man can- 
not make sin right . Only God can 
make that right. Jesus Christ 
through one offering for all paid 
what nobody else could pay. There 
is one Offering. This one-Man sal- 
vation is a one-Offering salvation. 


Our Catholic friends believe that 
when the bread is blessed and it 
becomes, they think, the actual 
body of Jesus Christ, and when 
the wine, or grapejuice, (wine with 
Catholics) is blessed, and becomes, 
they say, the actual blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and when that 
is elevated in the elevation cf the 
host,” then the priest says that 
we are making a new sacrifice, 
Then the Catholic priest teaches 

are offering new sacrifices to 
pay for sin. Oh, my friend, it is 
presumptuous for anybody ever to 
pretend to offer anything to pay 
for sins. That is already done, 
and nobody can add to it. “By one 
offering he hath perfected forever 
them that are sanctified.” Once 
for all He paid this debt with His 
own body on the tree. Read the 
words again: “By the which will 
we are sanctified through the of- 
fering of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all.” You see, there is 
one sacrifice for sins. I wish 
people would get it settled—salva- 
tion is not by our doing; it is al- 
ready done by one, Jesus Christ. 

Suppose I should come and say, 
“Dear Lord, I have my poor, shab- 
by life, and I want to trade ft to 
You for eternal life.” God would 
spit on my life. God would despise 
it. He would have a right to. He 
ought to! These poor, shabby deeds 
that I could furnish, whatever 
goodness I could do—how shabby, 
poor, and weak as an offering to 
try to pay for sins! No, no, I 
cannot bring anything to please 
God. God has already had some- 
thing brought that pleases Him. 
“In my hands no price I bring, 
Simply to Thy cross I cling,” 
says the old song, Rock of Ages, 


“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 
Let me hide myself in Thee, 
Let the water and the blood 
From Thy riven side which flowed,

plished, what Jesus has already 
done. When Jesus died on the 
cross, He said, “It is finished.” 


A young woman said to me 
once, 


“Brother Rice, I heard someone 
say Jesus went to Hell and He had 
to suffer in Hell three days more 
to atone for man’s sin,” 


I said to her,-“One verse of 
Scripture ought to fix that. When 
Jesus died on the cross, He said, 
It is finished.” So when Jesus 
died it was finished.” God doesn’t 
want any more atonement. God 
doesn’t want any more price paid. 
He does not want you to add any- 
thing to the perfect Price, to the 
perfect Offering that has been 
paid for sins for every man that 
ever lived, and for every woman 
and every child who ever lived 
or ever will live. That is already 
paid for once for all, the Bible 
says. 


The one-Man salvation is a one- 
Offering salvation. And that one 
Offering has already been made. 
I wish you would come to believe 
that when one comes to God the 
best thing one can do, the thing 
that pleases God most of all that 
one can do is to say, “Oh, my 
heavenly Father, that is the Offer- 
ing I am depending on; not mine, 
but His; not what I do, but what 
He has done.” I am depending 


is satisfied with that. He will 
never be satisfied with any song 
you can sing, as far as merit for 
salvation is concerned. He will 
never be satisfied with any prayer 
as far as merit to get salvation. 
He will never be satisfied with any 
money you ever gave as far as 
trying to buy salvation. He will 
never be satisfied with all the 
tears and all the labor and all the 
toil and all the sacrifice that you 
could do in a lifetime to try to 
pay for sin. God doesn’t want it 
on that basis. It has already been 
paid, and one Offering forever has 
settled the matter of salvation for 
everybody who is ever going to 
have it settied, it just as soon as 
each one depends on what Christ 
has done. God won’t have any- 
thing else pay for sin but the 
blood of Jesus Christ, from His 
‘broken body, as shed on Calvary. 
“By one offering he hath perfect- 
ed for ever them that are sanc- 
tified.” He came to offer His body 
and pay for sin once for all, the 
Scripture said. It is wonderful to 
have a one-Offering salvation, a 
one-Sacrifice salvation. 


A One-Time Salvation 


And that isn’t all. Notice fur- 
ther; This salvation by one Priest, 
this salvation brought by one 
Sacrifice is a one-time salvation. 
I want you to listen to these same 
verses again. Verse 10 says: 


“By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 


I want you to say those words 
| with ‘me. What kind of a salva- 
tion do you have? What kind did 
you get when you got saved? 
Audience: “ONCE FOR ALL,” 


That is right. That is in the 
Bible, isn’t it? Isn’t that right? 
What kind of salvation do you 
have?

Do you mean one Man 
paid for my sins one time, and 
that settled matters with God fore 
ever? That is what God says, 
“For ever.” “He had offered one 
sacrifice for sins forever,” and 
then what did He do? “He sat 
down.” Read it again: 


“But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down onthe right hand 
of God.” 


Verse 14: “For by one offering 
he hath perfected for ever them 
that are sanctified.“ 


“Perfected forever.” You say 
God gives you this one-Man sale 
vation, this one-Offering salvation, 
this one-time salvation? That is 
right. _ It is wonderful to have a 
one-Man, a one-Offering, a one- 
time salvation! Oh, it is good to 
have a lot of things settled. 


I remember in Dallas, Texas, 
where I was pastor, there was a 
little fellow, Jerry Carpenter. He 
was saved, and you wouldn’t sup- 
pose an eight year old boy ever 
thinks about dying, is ever con- 
scious of his sins and afraid of 
Hell, but he was, and many a boy 
has been. I was. This little fel- 
low when he was saved, breathed 
a deep sigh and said, “I am sure 
giad to have that settled!” Listen, 
the boy was right. That was 
“settled.” That is the point, it 
was settled. Do you have a kind 
of salvation that is settled? Some 
people are always unsettled, Oh, 
the devil is after me. I am afraid 
he will get me. The Lord saved 
me, but I’m afraid He will lose me, 
Jesus promised salvation, but I am 
afraid He can’t deliver. One time 
I am happy, the next time I am 
sad, Today I believe I am saved, 
the next day I believe I am lost!” 
That is a miserable way to live, 
Wouldn’t you like to have it so 
you can say with a sigh of relief 
like that eight year old boy said, 
“I am sure giad to have that 
settled”? Wouldn’t you like to 
have it settled? Have you the 
kind of salvation that is settled 
“once for all?” That is a Bible 
term. “Perfected for ever,” that 
is a Bible term. 


I remember how good it was to 
me the first time I heard John 
2:24 and had it called to my ate 
tention and learned it. The verse 
says: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, [I 
heard it] and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting 
life {has it. He is not going to 
have it, but he has settled once 
for all, remember] hath everlast- 
ing life [settled, you remember] 
and shall not come into condemnae 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life.” 


Why that says a Christian has 
already got everlasting life when 
he believes in Jesus! I have evere 
lasting life. That Scripture says a 
Christian shall not come into cone 
demnation but is already passed 
out of death into life when he 
hears the Word of God and puts 
his trust in Christ as Saviour and 
the Father that sent Him into the 
world to be your heavenly Father; 
that is settled and you shall not 
come into condemnation, you are

Multitudes attend, The altars 
are full, He is. a Methodist 
preacher, though he seems to 
doubt whether God will ever use 
the Methodist Church again as 
once He did. He writes me that 
the Southern Baptists, the Naza- 
renes, the Assembly of God, the 
Church of God, the independent 
churches, and other humbler 
spiritual channels seem to be the 
instrument. of the Holy Spirit in 
the bringing® of the~ multitudes 
together in: great spiritual awak- 
eninge. 3 8 2" i ahs ae 
We havé ‘come into’ contact re- 
cently with -great youth move- 
ments that are massing by the 
thousands . More than 20,000 met 
in Madison Square Garden re- 
cently. An even larger number 
massed in Chicago. Thousands 
were forward...Multitudes. yielded 
ts and lives-to Jesus 


Such a massing of ‘youth in Meth- 
odism would be a miracle indeed. 
Our leaders.do not want. it. They 
insist that the day of such mani- 
festation is over... For Methodism, 
I am persuaded they* are right. 
For  Christ’s.. great redemptive 
movement; they are wrong. 

As I write, Los. Angeles is in 
the grip of a mighty mass move- 
ment for Christ, For over two 
weeks, under a.tent holding more 
than 6,000 people, a converted 
Jew has been pleading for souls. 


The tent has beer filled to its 


walls time and time again. The 
least evening crowd has been on 
the first Monday night when we 
had more than 2,500... The eve- 


niug crowds have averaged more 
than 4,000. « At a noon-day serv- | 


ice in the Philharmonic Audi- 


torium we have averaged more 
than 1,000. : 


This in spite of the war, the 
election, gas rationing, the whis- 
pered opposition of the Church 
Federation of Los Angeles, and 
the ridicule, sometimes: openly 
expressed, of our liberal church 
leadership. 


Hundreds, and even thousands, 
. have walked the aisles for a new 
dedication to Christ. Hundreds 
have given their names for 
church membership. Other hun- 
dreds have made a profession of 
conversion. The revival is at high 
tide as I write, with the final 
week to go. re Se 

I have been in the revivals led 
by Sam Jones, George Stuart, 
and Billy Sunday. -I have never 
seen a greater demoristration 


than we are having in Los An- 


geles right now, , 

The Methodist Church is hav- 
ing nothing to do with this dem- 
onstration. My own church, and 
possibly two others, are actively 
co-operating. But the organiza- 
tion stands aloof. Indeed, Meth- 
odist leadership in the city is 
openly critical and much of it 
NOW or NEVER 
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hostile. One of our Methodist 
leaders remarked: “You have 
gotten the spiritual neurotics to- 
gether. It is emotionalism run 
riot.” | 
‘Wesley’s early revival drew 
down a similar appraisal. Indeed, 
the criticism that attended Pente- 
cost was very much the same. 
No great.spiritual. upheaval in 
the ‘history: of the Church has 
been favored with d more com- 
plimentary comment from the 
ecclesiastical Pharisees. Go rea 
history! “a 

Hyman Appelman, the evangel- 
ist in this mighty crusade, is cer- 
tainly not a Methodist. He is a 
Southern Baptist. He belongs to 


the only major denommation that 
still majors on revival meetings. 
He belongs to that church that 
has grown from three to five mil- 
lions, while united Methodism 
has dwarfed from eight to six 
and a half millions. He belongs 
to’ that denomination which has 


bought up and occupies more 


than a thousand church buildings, 
dedicated by the Methodists’ and 
later abandoned over the Old 
South and Texas. — 

Appelman is a_ simple but 
forceful preacher. He is not pro- 
found: His messages are not 
polished and ‘show no signs of 
finishing touches. 


He gives you the impression of 


1a lawyer, pleading for the life 


of his client. Indeed, he started 
out as a lawyer. He is deadly in 
earnest. His sincerity cannot be 
doubted. 


He paints sin as black as it is. 
He pictures the horrors of hell 
just as the New Testament does. 
He strikes fiercely at the various 
substitutes for salvation. He holds 
up the Risen Christ, His shed 
blood, His abounding grace, as 
sufficient for all who. believe. 


He: preaches with the unction 
of other days. As I heard him, 
I could close my. eyes and_ see 
the old. Methodist’ preachers of 
my childhood, preaching in the 
great revivals, thundering against 
sin, and: proclaiming Christ until 
men trembled. . 


_The revival of which I write 


was enterprised ‘by the Christian 
Business Men of Los Angeles. 
Two of the key men of that or- 
ganization are Methodist laymen. 
The Christian Business Men were 
joined in this enterprise by the 
American Council and the Na- 
tional Association of Evangeli- 
cals. There are more than 200 
churches in these two last-named 
organizations. All are working 
together under the “Christ for 
Greater Los Angeles Committee.” 


The more than 200 churches 
actively behind this evangelistic 
enterprise are of every persua- 
sion. All alike, however, are 
fundamental and_ evangelical. 
They agree on the gospel of re- 
deeming grace. There is no dif- 


ference when it comes to the | 


| Jesus Christ. 


inspiration of Scripture. All be- 
lieve the Bible to be the Word 
of God. They all believe in the 
Virgin Birth of Jesus, the blood 
atonement, the bodily resurrec- 
tion of Jesus, salvation by the 
faith of man and the grace of 
God, and a victorious life in 
Among them are 
Calvinists and Armenians, these 
who baptize by various modes and 
in various manners, people who 
are very emotional and people 
who are the opposite. But the 
movement is sound. There are no 
modernists or liberals in it! 


Of the churches participating, 
the Church of the Open Door is 
the largest. Trinity is second. 


Most of the churches are small. | 


The Baptists furnish the largest 
number of participating churches. 
The Methodists and Episcopalians 
the fewest. The Nazarenes, the 
Pilgrim Holiness, the Church of 
God, the Pentecostals, the. Pres- 


byterian, the Congregationalists, 
and numerous others, make up 
the mighty army now marching 
for Christ under this big tent. 
‘It was a test of faith in the be- 


stoning. It has become a triumph } 


of faith. 


It is a thunderous answer to 
the liberals and modernists who 
say that the days of revival are 
gone. oe 


It is a mighty refutation of 
the claim of the Federal Council 
of Churches that the work of 
Christianity must be done some 
other way and that educational 
processes must take the place of 
a Holy Ghost revival. 


The daily papers have practi- 
cally ignored this demonstration 
from heaven. We doubt if the 
Methodist publications will so 
much as mention. But here in 
Los Angeles, doubting men have 
paused in wonder and some 
churchmen who came to scoff 
have remained to pray. oe 


Cold ecclesiasticism will dismiss 
it as an emotional outburst of 
the mob. But heaven will record 
a glorious visitation from the 


of blessings have fallen. Men and 
women and youth and little chil- 
dren have. found peace and joy 
and victory in the Christ of the 
Cross. More than two hundred 
churches have been encouraged 
and blessed. The faith and zeal 
of a little bunch of Christian 
Business Men have been vindi- 
cated. _God’s manifested approval 
has been: placed upon the funda- 
mental and evangelical Christians 
of the city. 


And greatest of all: Plans are 
under way to hold these Chris- 
tian agencies together for future 
activities. All over America, the 
lines are being swiftly drawn be- 
tween those on the one hand who 
believe it can be done and are 
out, in the strength of God, to 
do it; and those, on the other 
hand, who hold that the days of 
miracle-working grace among the 
great massed multitudes are 
over.

Notice.:some natural implica- 
tions, some things that inevitably 
follow. In this kind of salvation, 
then, you get a bunch of sanctified | 
and perfect Christians. I know 
you do not like those terms, some 
of you, butzhere it is in the Bible. 
If it is in the Bible it is all right, 
isn’t it? In verse 10 notice what 
the Lord said: 

“By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of- the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 


“We are sanctified.” There it is. 
You say, “But Brother Rice, do 
you believe in sanctification?” 
Yes, the Bible kind. I do not be- 
lieve in what some people call 
sanctification. I believe in the full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit, but that 
is not what the Bible calls sanc- 
tification. I believe in living a 
victorious life, by God’s daily help 
and grace, but that is not what 
the Bible calls sanctification. The 
Bible is talking about a certain 
The word

God offers through Christ, then he 
is sanctified,-the Bible says, for- 
ever. 


Sanctified ? What does it mean? 
He is set apart. Who does it? 
Too many people think about the 
kind of sanctification that they do 
themselves and then go around 
and brag about themselves and 
they think when they get to 


themselves. No, you won’t! That 
is not the Bible kind of sanctifica- 
tion. this scripture is talking 
about. The kind of sanctification 


that Jesus Christ, the one High 
Priest does for you is by His will. 
He says, “Lo,-I come to do thy 
will, O God.” That will is this: 
“By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 
Wouldn't you like to go home to- 
night sanctified once for all, set 
apart once -for all by a holy 
transaction ? 


Jesus said, “Here is a man who 
is going to believe on Me. I am 
going to set him apart for Heaven 
to be in My image in glory.” He 
comes to trust Christ and the deal 
is closed, settled, and that man is 
sanctified forever. 


Let us see just a moment how 
many married women are here 
who have on a wedding ring. Will 
you hold up the hand on which you 
have the wedding ring? Every 
one of you women wearing the 
wedding rings, if you meant that 
holy vow which took, you are 
sanctified forever, for you said, “un- 
til death do us pari,’ and you made 
a holy promise. You are one man’s 
woman from here on, Isn't that 
‘what you meant? And isn’t that 
what your husband meant when 
he made you his wife, .andhe set 
you apart as his wife? © 
were a party to it, weren’t you? 
Do you see the point? In some 
sense, every. wife here who is 
sincere in that vow is sanctified, 
that means, set part as one’s wife 
from other men, from other mar- 
riages, from other loves. Then in 
a particular sense, in a certain 
sense, you are set apart as 
one man’s wife. When Jesus died 
for sinners, and when a sinner 
comes and accepts what God of- 
fers through Christ and what 
Christ bought by one sacrifice for- 
ever, then that man is sanctified. 
That means set apart to God, sep- 
arated to God, holy to God, and 
God does it one time. 

I am talking about sinless per- 
fection, not what you do or do not 
do, but what Jesus did on the 
cross in salvation. This is a part 
of salvation. this kind of sancti- 
fication. Everybody who is saved 
is in this sense set apart forever 
for the Lord. 

You say, “Brother Rice, I do 
not live always for the Lord as I 
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And you, 


ought to.” I am sorry, I don’t 
either. But every one of these 
wives could say too, “I do not al- 
Ways succeed in my duties as a 
wife perfectly.” Couldn’t you say 
that? But nevertheless this is 
still true, your are still set apart 
by your own vows, by your: hus- 
band’s love and choice. You are 
still set apart as his wife, aren't 
you? 

Lady, (pointing to lady near the 
front) Is<this your husband ?- 

“Ves. ”? 

You don’t mean you are brag- 
ging that you are so good, by good 
deeds. you have just earned the 
right to live with this man, do 
you? No, you are just saying you 
married him and he married you, 
that is all. When I ask somebody, 
“Are you saved,” you need not go 
bragging about how good you live. 
That man asked you, wanted you, 
and you accepted him, and he took 
you; isn’t that it? Now when I 
ask if you are saved, all right, 
Jesus died for you, He is the one 
—Priest, He offered the one sacri- 
fice, He paid for you, and you said, 
“Yes, Lord Jesus, I will take that 
salvation.” Then you are sancti- 
fied forever, you are set apart once 
for all. You belong to God, and 
you will get to Heaven. 

Your are set apart by what? 
By the blood, by the offering’ on 
the cross. When Jesus said, “It 
is finished,’ that meant “I. have 
done this job of getting this man 
to Heaven.” You don’t see it all 
yet, but when Jesus comes you 
will be transformed in body and 
nature. But Jesus settled that 
matter once for all by one sacrifice 
on the cross, . 

You talked about sanctified 
Christians. He said “sanctified,” 
and in the same passage He says 
we are “perfect” Christians. Look 
at me—I am perfect! “Well,” you 
say, “you don’t look.it.” I am not 
talking about my looks. I don’t 
act it either. I am not talking 

about the way I look or act, but 
I. am talking about something 
Jesus Christ did for me .on the 
cross. What does it say here? 
Look now at verse 14: 

“For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that. are 
sanctified.” _ 

Do you see that? Now what am 
I talking about? This I am talk- 
ing about is. that Jesus Christ 
said, “Father, I will take that 
man’s place. He ought to go to 
Hell. I will die on the cross and 
taste Hell for him and. pay the 
debt for him. I am willing to pay 
the debt. Are You willing for Me 
to do that?” 

“Yes,’” says the Father in Hea- 
ven.” 

“Father, give him all You owe 
Me; all the goodness, purity of 
mind, holiness, and righteousness 
I have and am,” says Jesus. 


“Charge that to John Rice, and 
charge all of his sins to Me.” 


Jesus paid it all and now I am 
perfected in God’s sight. I am in 
the same standing as His' Son. Up 
in Heaven God talks about His 
children; Jesus is one, I am an- 
other. We are joint heirs. He talks 
about his heirs to whom He will 
give His estate. That means Jesus 
and me and other Christians, all 
are joint heirs. He is the only be- 
gotten Son in one sense, but we 
too are God’s children. 

“As he is, S80 are we in this 
world,” so the Scripture says. I 
am already perfected and God has 
me marked down in Heaven as a 
mighty good man with nothing 
held against me at all. 

I am: “perfected forever,” and 
in the long run when God gets 
done -with me, all that is now 
counted to me will be actually 
true. What Jesus Christ bought 


.|for me I will one day inherit and 


I will be perfect as He is. I will 
be perfect one day, not just count- 
ed perfect. Now I am counted 
perfect by God’s mercy, Jesus was 
counted a sinner, and I am count- 
ed good. Jesus suffered for my 
sins when He didn’t deserve it; 


I am going to Heaven free when 


I don’t deserve it. He took my 
place; I am taking His. There 
is coming a time when God will 


have a holy, resurrected body like 
Jesus. There is coming a. time 
when all I ever longed to be and 
wanted to be I will be. There is 
coming a time when they that 
hunger and-thirst. after righteous- 
ness here will be filled there. I 
will be like Jesus Now I wish 
‘I were like Him, I long to be like 
Him. I am already bought to be 
like Him. I am purchased to -be 
like Him, and one day I will be 
like Him, and God already counts 
it that I am like Him. Already, 
by the body of Jesus offered on 
the cross, I am perfected forever, 
and so is everyone who is sancti- 
fied or set apart by that death 
on the cross. It is wonderful to 
have a one-Man salvation, a one- 
Offering salvation, a one-time sal- 
vation! That means we are set 
apart for God forever. 


The Sitting Saviour: Resting in a 
Finished Salvation 


See another iniplication of this 
one-Man, one-Offering, one-time 
Salvation, and that is the sitting 
Saviour, Where is Jesus right 
now? Up in Heaven. What is He 
doing in Heaven? He is. sitting 
down on the right hand of the 


Father in the Father’s throne. 
Over in Revelation 3:21 the i tins 
ture Says: . 


“To him that overcometh will 


throne, even as I also overcame, 
and am set down with my Father 
in his throne.” 


the Father in His throne. There 
is a blessed lesson here. Read 
Heb. 10:12 again and see what 
God says: 

“But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God.” 


Do you know why Jesus sat 
down? His work was finished. He 
has a right to sit down and rest. 
The Lord Jésus «is now ‘sitting 
down. Why? Jesus is sitting down 
because He finished the job when 
He settled by one sacrifice for- 
ever and ascended to Heaven and 
did the work as the High Priest 
there’ in the: temple in Heaven 
and made an offering of His own 
blood. Then Jesus sat down be- 
side the Father.. What is Jesus 


as we know, is that He intercedes 
for us as our High Priest. “He 
ever liveth to make intercession 


our part. What does Jesus have 
to do to intercede for us? All that 
Jesus has to do is to remind the 
Father, “Remember , I have al- 
sige paid for that "in one sacri- 
fice, I have already settled that 
bill.” You see, that all that Jesus 
will ever have to do in Heaven is 
to remind the Father of what He 
has already done. ‘He ever liveth 
to intercede for us.’ The Lord 
Jesus Christ is sitting down be- 
cause His work is. already done. 
I want you to see this, that Jesus 
settled for salvation once, once 
for all, for all who trust in Him.

concerned, don’t talk to Me about 
paying that. That is already paid 
for once for all. The Father is 
as perfectly satisfied as the Son 
is with the price that is already 
paid. You cannot pay for any- 
thing to God for salvation that 
could possibly be anything but an 
insult. You are saying, “I am 
afraid Jesus’ death isn’t enough.” 
You slander God; you insult Al- 
might God; you blaspheme Jesus 
Christ to presume anything you 
could do would even be worth as 
much or could ever be added to 
along side the blessed offering 
Jesus made. You see why Jesus 
sat down, don’t you? It was fin- 
ished, so He sat down. 

Notice this. A Christian ought 
to go to Heaven, 
down.

But “he 
that is entered into his rest, he 
also hath ceased from his own 
works.” Have you quit working? 
I have! As far as salvation is 
concerned I have. Blessed are the 
Christians who have quit working 
and are resting. Do you see that? 

Another illustration from Scrip- 
ture—God said, “Noah, there is 
going to be a flood.” What did 
Noah do? «is built the ark. God 
told him just how to build it, He 
said, “You build it so and s0, so 
long, and so wide.” After 120 
years the flood came. What did 
Noah do? He did the easiest thing 
in the world. Noah got saved out 
of the flood without any trouble 
at all. He just walked into the 
ark and sat down. He didn’t even 
have to shut the door. God shut 
the door. Not even any spray 
from the waves could get in. God 
shut the door! How did Noah 
save himself from all the terrible 
flood when it rained 150 days? He 
just walked into the ark and sat 
down! 

Do you know what a lot of 
people, most of you, would have 
tried to do? You would have 
tried to swim through the flood. 
No, brother, listen: God provided 
Jesus Christ, the ark of safety, 
and you can walk into the Ark 
and sit down. I can imagine Noah 
sitting there saying, .“All right, 
Ham, go feed the elephants.” I 
can imagine him teaching a par- 
rot to talk, or talking to his wife 
and having a good time. 

*“But Noah, listen, aren’t you 
afraid of this flood?” 

“No, the flood is none of my 
business. I just got in the ark 
and the Lord shut the door, It 
doesn’t worry me at all, this flood. 
That is the Lord’s business.” 


Isn’t it wonderful to get in the 
Ark and quit working and rest? 
How many of you are in the Ark 
and are not trying to swim 
through the wrath of God, not 
trying to make it by your own 
valor or strength or wisdom or 
goodness, you have just come into 
th: Ark? Thank God, I am in the 
Ark resting! 

Here is another illustration 
from the Bible. “What man of 
you, having = hundred sheep, if 
he lose one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it,” 
Jesus said; in Luke 15. “And when 
he hath found it,” what does He 
do with it? Here is a poor, lost 
sheep and the Shepherd has found 
it. This represents a lost sinner, 
and Jesus has him. Too many 
people have an idea that Jesus 
raps the sinner with His crook 
and says, “Get for home! If you 
monkey with me, I will let the 
wolves have you.” A lot of people 
think the way the sheep got home 
was for the § to come 
along and give him a good crack 


when he does wrong, saying, “If 
you don’t watch, if you get on 
another trail, if you don’t mind 
Me, I will let the wolves have 


plodding sheep goes along, and he 
doesn’t know the way home, and 


he gets on the wrong trails and, 
gets hung in briars and so on.

that the Bible picture? No, Sir! 
Let’s go back to that Shepherd 
and see what Jesus said about 
how He gets the lost sinner.

Wait a min- 
ute! A ma. is a Christian not by 
what is outside, but by what God 
did for him and in the man. God 
did one thing for Peter—what is 
it? The law written in his heart. 
When the rooster crowed, and 
Jesus turned and looked at Peter, 
Peter went out weeping bitterly. 
What was the matter with Peter? 
The law of God written in his 
heart made him so he didn’t want 
to sin, and he was so ashamed 
and sorry when he sinned. 

Saved people are like Paul. Paul 
said, “With my mind I myself 
serve the law of God; but with 
the flesh the law of sin.” And, 
“O wretched man that I am!” Sin 
cannot make a Christian happy. 
A Christian can sin, but a Chris- 
tian cannot long enjoy sin. He 
has something in his heart that 
hates sin. There is a part of him, 
a seed that remains in him that 
cannot sin, and that raises trouble 
with the part that does sin. You 
see, you havc an old nature, but 
you are a partaker of the divine 
Mature, too, and that protests in 
your heart against sin, that part 
turns away from sin and cannot 
be happy about sin. That is the 
part of you that has the law of 
God written in your heart. God 
says that is a guarantee of a fin- 
ished job one day. God has al-. 
ready written His law in the 


cept Christ. 

On Christ’s part, this one-Man 
salvation means that it is fin- 
ished and He sat down. On the 
Christian’s part, it means the law 
of God is written in his heart and 
he doesn’t want to sin, and when 
he does sin he is grieved and 
troubled about it.

i: Him was the art perfected. 
| was followed by His apostles, 


the church which He established, 
and brought to glorious consum- 
mation in the life and labors of 
the Apostle Paul. Through the 
centuries souls fired by the Gos- 
pel, inspired by Jesus Christ. by 
the millions have gone out into 
the world for 1900 years winning 
people to Christ. 

The Bible is: the textbook on 
soul winning. The New Testament 
is God’s special treaties on this 
great, fine art.and blessed is he 
who knows how to do the thing. 
God’s great agencies in this fine 
art are the Holy Spirit, the Word 
of God and the lives and labors 
of God’s people, Christ says, ‘‘Fol- 
low me and I will make you fish- 
ers of men,” and “As my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you.” 
The Scriptures says that The son 
of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost. 

In drawing .the gospel net 
around souls there are some 
things that you must consider: 

1. That the unsaved person is 
lost, condemned, dead in _ tres- 
passes and sin and in God’s sight 
is imperiled by eternal death, 

2. That Christ is the only Sav- 
four, There are no substitutes for 
Christ, the crucified, risen, living 


Lord, His blood only saves. The 


soul winner must recognize that 
it is the gospel that is the power 
of God that saves men. 

3. That the Holy Spirit is God's 
agent in applying the _ truth. 
Christ said He is come in the 
world to convince men of sin, and 
we to win men first must get 
their attention and their spiritual 
interest. We can use the Bible 
and prayer and our personal ex- 
periences in bringing this about. 
Then we must bring the unbe- 
liever to a sense of sin. The Holy 
Spirit is a great agency in work- 
ing conviction. 

Then after the conviction has 
come, the next thing is to show 
him the Saviour and show him 
how to take the two steps to the 
Saviour—repentance from his own 
sins toward God and faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ as his personal 
redeemer. Show him by the help 
of God he must receive Christ in 
his own believing, trusting soul.
